Cutworm Menace 


Every indication points to serious 
ravages by cutworms this year, ac- 


inion. government entomologist. Pale 
western cutworms which caused a 
heavy crop loss last year in south- 
eastern Alberta, are now hatching 
quite unharmed by the storms, he 
says. Cold weather and storms have 
only delayed hatching and the cut- 
worms will now develop more even- 
ly and infestation of infected fields 
be more concentrated. ‘Dr. Sea- 
mans says further that besides the 
peril from the pale western cut- 
worms there is another menace in 
the increase in two other species, 
namely, the army cutworm and the 
early cutworm. Infestation of six 
cutworms per square yard is suffi- 
cient t ocompletely destroy a field 
in a dry season. If the season 
should turn wet an infestation much 
greater will cause little or no loss.

Brazil Continues Destruction 


Of Coffee 
Brazil is burning coffee at the 
rate of a million bags a month in 


order to get rid of a burdensome 
surplus. Out of 24 milion bags of 
coffee on hand at the time of the 
1930 revolution four million have 
been destroyed. The president of 
the national coffee council has 
stated that this destruction would 
continue at the rate of a million 
bags a month until the council has 
liquidated its accumulation of the 
lower grades.

Drouth Resistant Wheat 


An intensive search for drouth re- 
sistant wheat is being made by the 
University of Alberta. This is 
the first attempt made in Canada 
to develop an intensive plant breed- 
ing programme with drouth re- 
sistance as its primary objective 
and yet the losses from drouth in 
the prairie provinces have been 
greater than from any other factor. 
Dr. O. 8. Aamodt of the University 
of Alberta, recently gave a report 
covering the university’s plans for 
overcoming the drouth damage in 
wheat. In 1928 the university re- 
ceived a number of Russian wheat 
varieties which were developed for 
growing in areas with limited pre- 
cipitation. The breeding program 
has been carried on in order to de- 
velop the high quality in these 
drouth resistant wheats.

Russia’ Buying 
Canadian Wheat 


LONDON, ‘May ©10.—MoOre _ pur- 
chases of Canadian and Australian 
wheat for Russia thrdugh London 
have brought the total to 3,000,000 
bushels. This is actually more 
than Russia herself shipped from 
Black Sea port in three months be- 
fore the recent cessation of ship- 
ments, 


Some of the wheat is intended 
for use of troops in Eastern Siberia 
but in London this is considered to 
be ordinary routine supply, and to 
have nothing to do with any sup- 
posed war preparations. 

When the oviets first approached 
Canadian exporters to buy grain, 
they stipulated for deliveries from 
Montreal to Leningrad, as well as 
from Vancouver to Vladivostok, but 
as the Vladivostok route proved to 
be cheaper, the Moscow government 
naturally selected it. 


According to the Manchester 
Guardian today, there is a definite 
grain shortage in parts of Siberia, 
Ural territory, Kazakstan, Bashkir, 
and Tartar republics, and also in 
the mid-Volga and lower Volga re- 
gions, 

Rapid, industrialization of Ruésia 
proper has congested the railways 
to such an extent that it i more 
convenient to import wheat through 
the Far Bastern port and distribute 
it thence to needy areas.

CANADIAN WHEAT 
FOR RUSSIA 
The land of the Soviets, which two 


years ago was an economic. threat 
to the prosperity of the Canadian 
wheat producer, is now buying 


wheat from Canada. 

Strange that the country which a 
short time ago was dumping wheat 
on the world markets is now buying 
that grain—in small quantities, it is 
true—but nevertheless, she is buy- 
ing it. . 

The spectre of the Russian bear 
flooding the world with wheat has 
been removed for the present, and 
the changed situation brings a feel- 
ing of relief to the Canadian grain 
grower. 

The situation in Russia, which 
has changed her into a grain im- 
porting instead of a grain exporting 
country is partly due to crop failure 
in 1931, and partly due to the break- 
ing down of her agricultural system. 

Will Russia be a large wheat ex- 
porter in the future? is a question 
of vital interest to the Canadian 
agrarian. According to economists, it 
is not likely that she will be for a 
few years, at least. 

Russia can use large quantities of 
wheat in her own country. She had 
no surplus two years ago, but sold 
wheat to help pay for her industrali- 
zation program, 

Russia’s liveStock population has 
been depleted, and to build it up 
again will require large areas to 
be sown to fodder crops. Her cen- 
tralized farming system is falling 
far short of expectations, so, sum- 
ming up the situation as viewed 
from these angies, . Ruropean stu- 
dents of the grain industry do not 
look for any great supplies of wheat 
from Russia for a few years. 


Announcement from Berlin that a 
German has invented a moving pic- 
ture device for projecting pictures 
on the clouds recalls the story of 
‘“‘The Angels of Mons.” 

On several nights the angels were 
seen in the clouds above’ the 
trenches, and hundreds of soldiers 
vouch for the tale. But not until 
long after the close of the war was 
the “inside” story of the ‘‘vision” 
made public. 

The appearance of the angels of 
Mons is explained as having been 
performed by projecting pictures on 
the clouds above the trenches from 
a German airplane or from a suit- 
able point in the German trenches 


with specially constructed equip- 
ment. 

The Germans, the story goes, 
hoped the ,‘vision’’ would strike 
fear in the hearts of the _ allied 
soldiers. The result, however, was 
to the contrary. Seeing the angels 
in the clouds the allied soldiers 
believed it to be a message from 


heaven, and confident that God was 
on their side they fought with more 
dogged determination.
